THE PANICSTRICKEN WHITES. 


The Disturbed Regions of Kansas Visited 

' by the Adjutant-General, 

_ Donex City, Kan., July 17.—The state ad- 
jutant-general, A. B, Campbell, returned “at 
last night from a four days’ tour through Fort 
Clark, Comanche and Kingman counties, in- 
vestigating the Indian scare along the line. 
He feund-the people much-excited and many 
ecluaily moving, bent oh leaving their homes, 
In el] hi travels he has 
learned ofno actual depredations committed 
by indians, and has seen no one who has 
been a hostile Indian within the state. He 
caused loc#l militia companiés to be organ- 
ized, which he supplied with stete arms 
under the. direction of Governor Martin. 
Colonel Compton is now traveling along the 
south line of the state, with four companiocs of 
cavalry en route for Deep Hole, at the crossing 
where the Dodge and Fort Supply trail crosses 
the Cimarron river, and who, he says, will 
arrive there tomorrow night. With the pro- 
tection at present existing along the south 
border of the state, General Campbell is ot the 
Opinion that all fears of the settlers will be 
dispelled, and that a general feeling of safety 
Will soon prevail. Many who had left their 
homes are already returning. 
AN INDIAN RAID CONTEMPLATED. 

Dovex Crry, Ks., July 17.—The Indian 
troubles are not thought to be settled yet, 
cepite the report from Fort Reno that the 
ludians are just returning to the ageucy. It 
is well known atthe agency that the bucks 
are leaving every day in squads of ten to 
fisty, and that they are taking out their best 
arms, horses and quantities of ammunition. 
It is ea significant fact that they all go into 
the Texas pan handle, and thence northward 
io the Kaneas oo where several 
equads of twenty-five or thirty 
buve recently been seen. One party of twenty 
Was seen going up heavily equipped, and 
returning with but few arms,evidently having 
hidden taeir equipments in the sand hills. 
They claimed te be hunting stray horses. 
Sixteen Cheyennces stopped a wild. horae 
catcher in the territory, and took from him 
thirty wild ponies. It is believed that the 
Cheyennes will snbmit to being disarmed as 
soon as they shall have ail their best 
arms hiddén, but they evidently have an in- 
tention of going back to Nebraska, and they 
will attempt probably to cross Kansas nearly 


in the same place as they did seven years ago,. 


but starting in farther west. The cattlemen 


here think they may be waiting for the full. 


moon, according totheir custom in such an 
expedition. If, however, they don’t make a 
break within the next five days, it is thought 
they will abandon the attempt.

BLAZES IN NEW YORK. 


THE FIREMEN FAINT FROM THE 
EXCESSIVE HBAT. 


A Seven Story Building Discovered to bs on Fire— 
The Lively Oontest With the Plames— Damage 
$100,000—The Washington Newspaper 
Burn-Out—Fires Elsewhere. Etc. 


New York, July 17.—At 10 o’clock last

The 
state militia are employed in guarding the 
water works and other property. A 
reports bas gone out that the aver- 
age of wages paid ithe mall employes 
was only $i.25 per day. This is a mistake. 
Common labor in the mill is paid ten, eleven 
end twelve, shillings, but the proportion of 
common to what is called skilled labor i3 com- 
paratively small. . An investigation of the pay 
rolis of mills at this end of the river shows the 
averege pay to be $1.75 per day.

AN IRISH DAY. 


PARNELL’S MAANSTRASNA RESO- 
LUTION TAKEN UP. 


Thelrish Leader Pleads Thatthe Prisonsrs Were 
Juticially Murdered, and Cafis for en Investi-~- 
gation—The New Government Desils 
With Him Eindly—Otmer News. 


Lonpon, July 17.—Mr. Parnell moved this 
afternoon in the house of commons, that the 
government order a special inquiry into the 
Meamtrasna murder cases. He made a long 
epeecch in support of his motion. He dwelt 
on the malad ministration of the criminal law 
in Ireland under Earl Spencer, whereby in- 
nocent persons had been, in some cases, cen- 
demned and executed, and in other cases had 
heen sentenced te life long terms in prisons.

tody. George Bolton, crown solicitor, refused to 
accept a plea of guilty for Michael Cary and 
ipeieted on foreing four or five innocent men 
io plead guilty. To speak of this case 
ue coolly 23 J can, I _ believe 
that if ever a murderer deserved 
to be placed on trial and sentenced to death, 
tcat man was Mr. Ballou.”

Phe Latest Phases of the Great Irish Col-

Desurs, July 17.—The failure of the Mun- 
ster bank has caused a run on the other Irish 
bepks. The Hibernian bank has been com- 
pelled to require second day’s notice of inten- 
tion to withdraw deposits, The shares of the 
bank nyc a erday £2 12s. Ifa crises 
cecurs in the affairs of the Hibernian baug, it 
is probable that help will be 
tution by the bank of Ireland. 

The Hibernian bank has forty-two branches 
im Ireland. The decline in the shares of the 
bapk led to the rumor that inside parties were 
throwing the stock on the market ata big loss 
in order to save themselves from future em- 
berreseements. A run on the k was com- 
meneced, and its doors are beseiged with de- 
positors, anxious to draw their money out of 
the concern. The bank officials, 
as a precautionary measure to prevent 
the benk’s assets from being thrown on the 
market and sold at ruinous figures, have in- 
sisted that the depositors shall give them a 
week's notice of their intention to withdraw 
their money before they will be mitted to 
cloee their accounts with the bank. The bank 
is legally entitled to this demand of its offi- 
cers, and it is hoped that by the expiration 
ot the time the scare will have at least par- 
tially subsided, and that the bank will have 
realized suffcient money on its assets to 
promptly meet all demands from its 
patrons, The people protest against the ac- 
tion of the bank’s officials in requiring a week’s 
notice, and excitement runs high. Michael 
Davett, on learning of tho situation, left hur- 
riedly for the seaside toavoid affliating him- 
self with the demonstrations of the depositors. 

The earl of Carnavon, lord lieutenant, has 
publicly announced that he will recommend 
that the government give all reasonable help 
to the Munster bank. 

The committee of shareholders of the 
Muneter bauk, sppointed yesterday, to devise 
means for adjusting the affairs of the institu- 
tion, have approved a proposal made by Mr. 
Sbaw, to borrow sufficient money in England 
to liquidate the bank’s present indebtedness. 
The directors have issued an appeal to the 
stareholders of the bank, calling upon them 
to aftend a general meeting tomorrow in 
Dublin, to be held in support of Mr. Shaw’s 
motion. 

At a meeting of the shareholders and depos- 
itors today, in Limerick, a resolution was 
adopted expressing unabated confidence in the 
Munster bank. Shaw’s proposition not te 
withdraw the deposits for six months, was 
egreed to. 

The Parnellites have not yet communicated 
with the government on the subject of the 
Munster bank. 

The house of commons negatived Parnell’s 
metion without a division.

This morning the woman fiewintoa rage with 
the gir) and beat her until she was senseless, Po- 
lice officer A. Jones heard the sufferer’s screams, 
enud went into the houseand arrested the fiend, 
Finding the gir) renseless, but afill quivering in 
creediul agony, he cailed intwo negro women and 
wade them strip off her clothes, in order that he 
might +¢xamine ber injuries and provide for their’ 
alleviation. He counted upon her body more than 
two buudred short stripes,and found the flesh 
terrib'y bruised and bloody. Thesight was sick- 
eniig. Aid was stonce given the girl,and she 
regrined tertenses. She willbe properly cared 
for vulil hertersible wounds are healed.

Macon, Ga,, July 17.—[Special.]—Last winter, a 
young man named J. A. Miller, of Cincinnati, 
victimizd a number of the business men of 
Macon with a fraudulent advertising scheme, and 
then tricd to skip the town. He failed to get 
away, beirg arrested atthe depot of the East Ten- 
nessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad by Police 
Cficer McClesky.

He succeeced very wet, 
but fonz.d that he conic make more money witha 
bend fire extinguisher grenade, and withtrew 
from the ink business to take hold of the extia- 
guisber. His business grew, and he took as a 
yartnera well krown young men of this city. 

The partners worke@ Macon thoroughly and 
mace money. Finishing here, they went to Aun- 
eusta, where thoy found businessgood, Having 
gotten throveh with Augusta, they determined to 
goon to Charleston. Miler persuaded the Macon 
young man togo on adayortwo ahead, saying 
be would remaivin Auvgustaa few days and col- 
lect the money due them.

remained several days, but Miller didu’t come.

He stayed in Charleston until his money 
was &)) gore, vainly hoping that Miller would 
urr up, erd then be telegraphed bis father, in 
bis city, for funds with which to return home,

She has sur- 
vived her busbsnd fora number of years and is 
the motber-in-law of Henry D. McDaniel, our 
present governor Providence often seems 
like a tangled web, put in after years in 
our reviews of the past, we are astonished 
at the great results of appareatly 
trivial eipcumstences.

He sees how all who were connected 
with the stupendous political crime of 1876-7 
will standin history, and even before the 
present generation passes away, the indigna- 
ticn arcused must be deeply interesting to 
ail the rest concernedin the theftof the 
presidency. The sentiment of the country 
on that subjectis unmistakeable, and it will 
deepen as time goes on. 


THERE ig no more pressing subject out west 
than a clear definition of the rights of cattle- 
men in the Indian territory, and the rights 
of other cattlemen toacow drive over por- 
tions of that territory.' Rival interests are 
clashing and fighting, and if the business of 
driving and ranching cattle is not soun de- 
fined there will be serious conflicts along the 
border. The question interests sections all 
the way from the heart of Texas to and into 
Mentane. The Cherokee strip of the Indian 
territory bids fair tointerest congress for 
many years to come. The cattlemen with 
their egents and lawyers are not a modest 
lot. They want a good slice of the earth. 


Tue failure of the Munster bank, tho lead- 
ng financis)] institution in the south of Lre- 
land, has paralyzed business in that section. 
It did a large business both inCork and Duab- 
lin, and had branches in every considerable 
town near Cork, Its liabilities are large, 
but its aseetr, together with the responsibili- 
ty of its sbareholders, will probably meet the 
claims of depositors. The failure is due to 
loose business metbods, and the people will 
be spt to connect the failure with the po- 
litical methods of the Parneilites, who con- 
trolled the bank. The chairman of the board 
of directors was Mr. William Shaw, a promi- 
nent Parnellite member of parliament. 


THE COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 

The eleventh semi-annual report of the 
commissioners of railroads in Georgia, made 
to the governor on the 6th instant, and sub- 
mitted to the legislature by the governor yés- 
terday, is yery elaborate, and but for its 
length we would be pleased to publish it in 
Tue Constitrctiox. It deals in questions that 
are nbewin the discussion of railroad law, 
and tukes advance ground on the constitu- 
tionality of questions involved in our pres- 
ent railroad jaw, and the legislation now 
pending on the subject. 

We are frank to admit that we are unable 
to say whether the position taken is correct 
so far as relates to the constitutionality of the 
contemplated legislation, but as to the legal- 
ity of the laws heretofore passed there can 
be but little doubt. 

Heretofore in the discussion of the railroad 
commiesion we think the railroads have made 
a mistake in trying to abolish the commis- 
sicn. The people of Georgia were never 

more determined on any subject than on the 
importance and necessity of a commission, 
backed with proper legislation, to meet the 
intricate questiens that arise between the 
railroads and their patrons. It is needless to 
discuss these questions, and it isa waste of 
time for the railroads to try and unsettle this 
opinion that isso well grounded with the 
public and, we think, on correct principles. 
It is unreasonable to expect that the legisla- 
ture, in passing the law making the commis- 
sion and prescribing its duty, should make 
a perfect law—that it should have defecis 
was reasonable to expect, and if the man- 
agers of the railroads had considered them 
and discussed them before the legislature 
fully and frankly without trying to destroy 
the commission, we believe that that body 
would have relieved the law of all improper 
friction between the commissiopjand the rail- 
roads. 

We have occupied but one position on this 
subject. We favor a commission. We be- 
lieve that it ought to be empowered with 
sufficient authority to prevent unjust dis- 
crimipation against persons and places, but 
they ought not to have power to injure the 
property invested in these railroads unjustly 
and improperly. 

The citizens of Georgia own two-thirds of 
the stock of the Georgia, Atlanta and West 
Point, Central, Southwestern, and Savannah, 
Florida and Western railroads. Itis just as 
much the duty of the legisiature to protect 
this property, and, in fact, all the property 
invesied in railroads, as it isto protect any 
other kind of property. If 1¢ has created 
measures which will injariously effect this 
property, and these lawsare urjust, then 
they should be modified; but thisis no reason 
why the law should be repealed or rendered 

inoperative. 

We bave, we think, discussed the subjects 
that bave arisen on this subject fairly, with- 
out appealing to prejutice or passion. When 
the commission reduced the rate on guano 
s0 that it made a Joss to the railroads without 

benefit to any one excep! to the manufaciur- 
ers of guano, we objected to it, and we think 
now that the commission madea mistake. 
When the railroads made an exhibit show- 
_ ipg a. comparison of the ‘rates for this sta‘e, 
gud adjoining stater, we did not hesitate to } 


tco low, and were unjust to the railroads, 

The commission, after investigating the 
matter, raised the rates, and we propose to 
deal] just as frankly in the future in the dis 
cussion of these matters as we have in the 
past. Any other course on our part would 
make sensible people forfeit the respect they 
have for what we say, and would forfeit the 
esteem of all fair-minded men. 

We think it is the duty of the legislature 
to treat, as seitled, the law creating the com- 
mission, atid that it should not be repealed 
nor rendered inefficient. Butthe complaints 
thould be carefully investigated, and the 
facts thoroughly discussed; and if the law is 
oppressive and too barsh, it should be modi- 
fied just so far as it is porsible under our con- 
stitution. 

We repeat now what we have said before, 
tbat the raijroads are entitled to such divi- 
dends as will give to their stockholders legiti- 
mate interest on their investment, after put- 
ting eside enough to plece the roads ina 
first-class condition. If they are not getting 
this the legislature ought to see toit that it 
is not the fault of any law they have passed, 
that they fail to do it. The railroads are held 
by the couris and juries of this state to a 
strict accountability for any damages result- 
ing from defects in roads, bridges or rolling 
stock, and if they are deprived of the means 
of keeping these roads in a first-class condi- 
tion, but stillare required to pay for these 
dameges, it is a species of robbery that hon- 
est men will not and ought not countenance, 
We do not tay that this iss». 

The legislature at its last session appointed 
a committee to investigate the condition of 
the railroads in this state. This committee 
has macea carefal investigation of all the 
roadsin the state. As towhatis the result 
of its work we are not informed, but we are 
satisfied that the committee, which was com- 
posed of high minded and honorable gentle- 
men, who will deslimpartially with both the 
railroads and the people, madea thorough 
investigation of a}l the roads. 

We presume that they will make a report 
to the legislature on the condition of all 
the railroad property that they examined. 
We think the commissioners should have 
made an examination of the roadsalso, but 
we presume they are prepared io answer any 
points of difference that may arise on this 
report. We are eatisfied from the personnel 
of this committee that they fairly and 
earnestly investigated the question. The 
report of “ihe commissioner, and of the 
committee, will make up the issue to be de- 
termined by the legislature. 


THE VIRGINIA CAMPAIGN, 

The Virginia republican convention, 
which negroes and whites mingled on equa! 
terms and in’ about equal numbers, was a 
tame affair, except during the brief revolt 
against Mahone. Governor Cameron’s 
friends tried to break the power of the ma- 
chine, but they soon found that the man who 
bad had the naming of the state committee 
and of many county committegs, had also 
easy and complete control of the convention; 
and that all the effective kicking that could 
be done this year must be done at the polls. 
Mabone ruled the convention with ail eass, 
end bis wi))] is seen in all its work. 

Mahone is not a republican at heart, but 
when Mr. Arthur placed in his hands the 
federal patronege of Virginia, he agreed to 
change the name of the readjuster or Mahone 
perty; and the resolutions adopted on 
Wednesday show that he is keeping his part 
of the bargain. The resolutions are particu- 
larly emphatic in declaring there is nothing 
s0 heavenly es a high tariff, and a demand is 
made for protection all around, and especially 
for the oyster beds. Thereisthe usual de- 
mend for free labor, free schoo!s and the like. 
The platform was received ‘‘without ap- 
plause,”’ | 

The nominee for goverror, Mr. John 8. 
Wise, is a lively and aggressive young man, 
a chip, it is stated, of the old Wise block. 
He will work berd to be elected, and all his 
efforts will be seconded by Mahone, who isin 
@ political death struggie. The legislature to 
be elected this fall elects Mahone’s successor, 
and the warpish little demagogue is very 
anxious to succeed himself. 

Good judges of the state say the Mahone 
concern will beheavily defeated; and it is 
thovght the nomination of General Fitzhugh 
Lee, as the democratic candidate for governor, 
would remove all lingering doubts as to the 
result. Nearly all the democratic delegates 
thet have been thus far chosen favor the 
nomination of General Lee. Mahone has no 
postofiices, ne navy yard, no patronage of 
any kind to manipulate and promise and 
give out. Even the state government is un- 
friendly, and the legislature is democratic. 
The cohesive power of public plunder is lack- 
ing, and if reports be true, he enters upon 
the campaign yery much disheartened. Tie 
rabble no longer flock to him, for he has no 
officer to dispoge of. The democrats, and all 
honest, intelligent republicans in the state, 
are pulling together, and the prospect is that 
they will vote Mahone out in November, 
thereby ridding the state of the greatest dis- 
organizer it has ever known. With Mahone 
in power there could be no peace and pros- 
perity in the state, and the best people have 
united to crush him and his entire machine. 


OUR FOREIGN EXPENSES. 

The report of imporis and exports for the 
fiical year that came to an end with the 
month of June, affordssome interesting facis. 
Among other things it appears, despite hard 
times, we tought 522,000.000 pounds of coffee, 
or about thirty millions more than we bought 
the year before. The average consumption 
per capita was thus carried over ten pounds. 
An average family that includes, besides the 
parents, a servantand two, children, con- 
sumes about fifty five pounds of coffee a year. 
But coffee was low during the past fiscal year, 
and, although we imported thirty million 
pounds more, we paid $3,000,000 less for it. 

The importation of sugar is immense, run- 
ning last year to 2,400,000,000, or a little over 
forty pounds per head. The family we have 
just mentioned would} consume about one 
barrel a ycar. Sugar, too, is very cheap. Beet 
sugar competes with cane sugar, and the 
competition isso great that the world is sup- 
plied with sugar at low prices. Our sugar 
bill Jast year was only $63,000,000, whereas 
the year before it was $90,000,000. We con- 
sumed fully as much sugar, jbut it was 
cheaper. j 

be third sriiclein the list of imports is 
sik. Im reund wumbers we absorbed las! 
yar silks to the value of $35,000,000, a reduc. 
tien from ibe previous year of about $4,000,- 
660 Of flex, bemp, jate and similar articles,

Of out-and-out luxuries we imported os- 
trich feathers to the value of $2,000,000; the 
imported hats and bonnets to pat taem on 
cost $4,500,000. Buatimported tobacco cost us 
$9,000,000. Only $5,000,000 in diamonds was 
brought in. Ladies’ dress goods cost $13,- 
000 000, cutside of silks, and the total im- 
portations of wools and woolen goods ex- 
ceeded $40,000,000 in value, Most of the 
c’oths were for men’s use, so that the account 
of importations is very fairly balanced be- 

ween the two sexes. 

Aliogeiber the imports of the last fiscal 
year were $533,000,000, as against $630,000,000 
in the previous year. As the exports of the 
pest year were $655,000,000, we hada com- 
fortable balance of $121,000,000 with which 
to pay freight and other expenses, and to pre- 
vent an outflow of gold. 


CONSTITUTIONAL PROHIBITION. 

Just now while the question of prohibition 
is coming forward in this state,a brief re- 
sume of the early history of constitutional 
prohibition will be timely. The movement 
originated in the order of the Sons of 
Temperance of eastern New York 
in 1856. The court of appeals 
of the empire state had just decided that a 
prohibitory law, such as had been passed by 
the state legislature, was unconstitutional, 
whcn Wm. H. Armstaong, then chief officer 
of the order of the Sons of Temperance, con- 
ceived the idea of a constitutional amend- 
ment as being the only Jaw that would hold. 
A report of the: proceedings of the grand 
division of the Sons of Temperance, printed 
January 19, 1857, says: 

Mr. Armstrong’s report contains a strong recom 
mendation of an effort to introduce a pronibitory 
provision into the state constitution by amend: 
ment. This plan was urged as being an appeal 
directly to the people, to be decided by them by 
ballot, after the amendment shall have passed one 
legislature, and been again passed by the succeed 
ing legislature chosen alter three months’ pudii- 
cation of the amendment (Vide State Const., Art. 
13.) Thatif the proposed amendment shall pass 
such an ordeal, the sovereign people thus deter- 
mining thrice in its favor, the moral effect will be 
such’as to insure the enforcement of the provision; 
and, on its good fruits showing themselves on 
every hand, the popularity of prohibition will 
become universal and the blessings of freedem 
from the evils of intemperance will become per- 
petual in this state. 

Into the legislature of 1860-61 was _intro- 
duced the followirg amendment, published 
in the New York Tribune of April 9, 1860: 

‘Resolved, (if the assembly concur,) That the 
constitution of the state be amended as foliows: 

***The sale of intoxicating liquors as a beverage 
is hereby prohibited, and no Jaw shall be enacted 
or bein force after the adoption of this amend 
ment to authorize such sale, and the legislature 
tlall by Jaw prescribe the necessary fines and pen- 
alties for any violation of this proviston.’ 

**Resolved, (if the assembly concur,) That the 
foregoing amendment be referred to the legisla 
ture, to be chosen at the general election of sena- 
tors, and that, mm conformity to section 1 of article 
13 of the constitution, it be published for three 
months previous to the time of such electioa,”’ 

The bill was reported upon favorably by 
the house committees, and the senate com- 
mittee delivered an eulogy upon the advan- 
teges of the proposed amendment. The 
amendment passed the senate on the 13th of 
March, 1561, and the ass@mbly on the 5th 
of April. What becameof it, however, ig 
best told in the words of Mr. Armstrong, the 
father of the bill, who writes: 

Theamendment was officially advertised ad@or 1- 
ing to law, apd a general election was to have 
taken place. But seven days after the bill passed 
the house, the cannon shot was fired from Fort 
Sumter and the war shattered ail the prospects of 
the copsummation of the first prohibitory eoust: 
tutional amendment ever passed by the legisiature 
of any state. When the war was over the demor- 
alization induced by it, onthe subject of liquor 
drinking, prevented any revival or successor of 
the issue.

Ready to War against the Gentiles of Sait 
Lake Oity. 

Omama, Neb., July 17.—General Howard, 
commanding the department of the Platte, has 
returned to Omaha from Salt Lake City, in 
which be spent the 4th ot July.

Utah. They come by thousands on that day 
to Salt Lake from al] parts of the territory to 
unite in the celebrrtion. Should they attempt 
to repeat any such performance as they car- 
ried out on the fourth of July there will prob- 
ably be bloodshed, 

be Mormonsin Salt Lake are all armed.

NasHvILLe, Tenn., July 17.—The greatest 
pcssible interest is manifested concerning the 
jate of United States Deputy Marshal W. Lee 
Miller. No one, however,.dares to go out and 
solve the mystery in the locality in which he 
18 BUpposed to have been killed. None but 
the most desperate characters infest the moon- 
shiners’ district, whence he went. It has for 
ten years been the haunt of wildcatters, who 
have never been taken either by strategy or 
seen! pees What may have become of Miller 
will never be known, unless the government 
shall authorize a posse to ferret 
out the mystery. The universat 
opinion is that he was killed 
by moonshiners and his remains placed where 
they can never be found. It 1s understood 
among the moonshiners that the new 
edminfistration means “free whisky,” and that 
they would not be molested in 
their operation of illicit distilleries, 
which has increased to 100 in the middle dis- 
trict of Tennessee, with an immediate pros- 
pect of 400 more. It is predicted that with 
the immense crop of corn the number will 
reach 1,000 which will greatly depress legiti- 
mate trade. 

Tennessee moonshiners are now selling 
whisky in north Alabama at fifty and sixty 
cents per gailon. The question with the legit- 
imate distillers is whether they will be sus- 
tained by the United States revenue commis- 
sioners, or whether moonshiners will be put 
down. With the prospective increase of illicit 
distilleries it is thought in Tennessee the rev- 
enue returns will shrink from $1,500,000 to 
$1,200,000 or $1,000,000.

BACK FROM LIBERIA. 


THE EXPERIENCE OF A GEORGIA 
NEGHESS IN THAT COUNTRY. 


4 Return Messenger from the Georgia Negroes Who 
Flocked to Liberia After the War—The ism il 
Prospect of the Country -The Mission- 
aries Doing Very Little, Eto, 

Yesterday Juna Hudson arrived in Atlanta, 
aiter an absence of over seventeen yeara from 
Georgia. She was one of the negroes who 
went to Liberia soon after the close of the war. 
Bhe belonged to Major J. W. Warren, 
of the executive office, and was 
the nurse of hig children. The craze 
for Liberia did not captivate Juna, but it 
caught her husband, a skilful mechanic, who 
was a@ free negro in slavery times, and had ac- 
cumulated a considerable property. 

In the latter pert of 1867 there was a very 
large emigration of negroes from the cottou 
staies to Liberia. A party of about fifty was 
ede up in Muscogee and adjoining countias, 
of which Hadsou and his 
fsmily were prominent members. Tas 


negroes who composed this colony were nearly 
ail old servants of well known Georgia fa.n- 


ilies. They reached Liberia safely and found- | 


ed a town which they 
NAMED FORTSVILLE 

in honor of the we)l known Georgia family. 
The history of the colony 18 asad one. Most 
ofits members died ofthe fever. Hudson 
prospered and accumulated consid- 
erable property. A tew months § ago 
bedicd. His widow determined to return. to 
Georgia with her two children and spend the 
remuent of her days among -her old friende, 
She railed in aschooner for New York on the 
9th of May and was sixty daysat sea. Yesterr- 
day the reached Atlanta, and went at once to 
ece ‘‘Mars Joe” Warren at the capitol, who 
gave her a cordial welcome. Juna Hudson 
8 & Women of remarkable intelligence, 
and appears to be well educated, 
be is a ight mulatto. though her friends say 
ecventeen years in. Liberia haye made her a 
ebhace darker than she used to be. When 
ttked what she thought of that country, she 
ssid: ‘il never likedit. Itis a remarkably 
rich country and the climate is generally 
egreeable. I don’t know when I have felt a 
day es hotasthis. The trouble is with the 
fever which never fails to attack settlers and is 
very fatal. It takes two years at least 
to become acclimated, and I don’t think the 
c)imate ever agrees well with anybody but the 
natives.” 

‘‘Is the population growing?” 

‘‘No, sir. I think not. The natives may 
be incressing, but there are fewer American 
negroes there now than there used to be 
Nearly all of the fifty that went over 
in our party died. Some came 
back. On the vessel that brought 
meto New York were twenty-one emigrants 
returning to this country. They generally 
get enough of Liberia in 6ix months.” 

‘“‘Whai inducements are offered to settlers?” 

“Every family is given twenty-five acres of 
land, and they can buy as much more as 
they want for fifty cent# an acre. It is the 
richest land | ever saw,too. I had a beautiful 
plece with many improvements. Tnere were 
12,000 beering coflee trees oa it,-besides thou- 
sands of bananas and plantains, It was val- 
ued afew years ago at $8000. Yet when [ 
sola itto get money to come back on ali I 
realized was about $600: One reason of this 
was the trouble with the currency. Very lit- 
tle money is circulated. People are afraid of 
the money because it is con- 
stantly being depreciated. Trading is 
done almost ‘altogether by barter. 
leould take my cofiece and get anything | 
So w®hsyrup orfruit. But when 
my property was cffered for sale for gold I 
could bardly get anything tor it. The legisla- 
ture is tryirg now to make the money of the 
country good. Crops are bountiful, but every 
necessary of life is high, Pork is thirty cents 
apourd; beef twenty cents; ham fifty ceats, 
and good flour very bigh.”’ 

“What about the government?” 

‘It is modelled after ours. All the officers 
ere negroes, aud there are a good many polii- 
ticijans.”’ 

‘Do the people gerierally seem to be happy ?”’ 

“Well, | suppose so, The natives are happy 
in their way, but I don’t think the country 
would satisty those who had been raised ino 
Georgia.” 

“What is the religion of the people?” 

“Among the emigrants there are the vari- 
ous denominations we havehere. The natives 
worship idols.” 

“Why don’t fhey send missionaries among 
them ?”’ 

“They do, butit is a hopeless task I think. 
Among the thousands of natives saw while 
there only three bad been civilized and Cnhris- 
tianized. Missionaries are scattered all ever 
the country and they find notrouble in get- 
ting crowds of the natives into their 
churches and schools. Many of these profess 
conversion end are eprolled as Christians, but 
almost inveriably they go back to idolatry 
when they return to their tribes. The mis- 
sionary workin Liberia seems to be making 
po progress.” . 

Von don’t think the future of the country 
looke bright?” | 

“No,sir. The emigrants who have gone 
therefrom this country as a rule are not 
contented. Mauy of them come back and 
mapy more would come ifthey had the means. 
The country is not going to fill up with intel- 
ligent Awerican negroes and I don’t believe 
the natives will ever be made into good cita 
gent. They are ignorant and brutal. They 
are happy when they can come down from the 
forests loaded with fruits to sell inthe towns 
and then go back to their miserable huts.” 

The woman thus conversed, giving evidence 
of close and intelligent observation, and ex- 
pressing herself unusually well. She will go 
io Twiggs county in a fewdays. She wants 
to educate her two children inthis Christian 
country, which she says is henceforth their 
home and hers.

TRYING TO PREVENT CRIME. 


: ) Mr, Matt O’Brien, Manager of the Farre)l 


Agepcy, Geiting in His Work, 

At the last session of the board of police 

commissioners, Mr. Matt O’Brien, the Farrell 
detective sgency manager, requested the 
board to swearin and recognize as officers a 
body of men under his control, to be 
known ss ‘'Farrell’s protective patrol,” 
In his petition to the board Mr. O’Brien stated 
we oi and had no trouble in securing his 
esterday Mr. O'Brien began organizing his 
force. It will be small at first, but will be in- 
creaeed as the demand justifies. The Farreil 
protection patrol is a good thing and 
will be a strong adjunct to 
the Atlanta police department when 
it is fully organized, and no one knows better 
bow to organize and bazdlo it than Mr. 
O’Brien. Last night Mr. O’Brien was discuss- 
ing the venture in the Kimball house: He 
Baia: 

“No, the patrol is nota detective force. 
True, it isa force of detectives in one sense of 
the word. But it is the strongest 
adjunct in the world to the police 
force, Again it is & common 
mieteke to suppose that though the heads are 
known #8 detectives, that their usefulness is 
gone. The work isdone by unknown agents. 
The protection patrol differs from the detéc- 
tivethus: While the former must not make 
bimee)f known, the latter must make himself 
known toevery one onhis beat, the moral 
éflect is to keep prowlers away, and the prac- 
tical is to arrest them if they come where they 
Lave no business after warning.” 

“Their duties then are similar to the duties 
cfa regular patrolman?” 

“Yes. They must first familiarize them- 
selves with entrance and exits ofall stores and 
dwellings on their beat; must learn the faces 
of thore who have the right to enter or depart.’ 
In case of burglary arrest if possible, if not 
telegraph at once to central oflice particulars; 
examine house or store thoroughly and get 
ery evidence they can or clews. They must 
assist the city police and firemen whenever in 
their power end patrol] their beats regularly. 
They are requ red to try all doors, windows, 
etc., on their beats, and should a place be 
found open telephone at once to the central 
office, corner Peachtree and Wall, and then 
guard place until help cemes. Then, too, we 
have better men than most police depart- 

ments. ButI mustsay right here that At- 
lanta has one of the finest departments I ever 
saw, end I have seen many. The chief, cap- 
tains end patrolmen are allabove average. 
The men we employ must be steady, sober 
men. Their character must be vouched for 
by three citizens of Atlanta, and 
should any of them fail to report a burglary or 
fail to turn on the fire alarm at once, he will 
be made to walk the plank. Every person 
who subscribes tothe forceand secures iis 
services will be furnished with a whistle simi- 
lar to those used by the London police force, 
and should any subscriber need an officer he 
cen quickly call one from the block on whica 
he resides. The men will be uunifermed, but 
not like your city patrolmen.”’ 

‘“Wili you erec’ wires to your office or use 
the burgiar slarm wires now up?” 

“Tf we get a euflicient number of subseribers 
we will eventually have private wires and call 
boxes on each block patrolled, and sergeants 
of patrol will compel men to report condition 
of affairs every hour. Then, here is a poioat— 
should a person want to leave the city for the 
summer, we will furnish a special uniformed 
guard at a cost of $2.50 per night. These are 
“specials’”’ and only guard one house or bank 
or sicre.”’ 

“Ard what does all this cost?” 

“Charges for regular patrol will be $2.50 per 
week to each subscriber, and the service will 
be good. Then again, should a patron need a 
doctor in the night he can call the guard, who 
will at once telepbone or wire our office and 
we will send for a physician. In case of fire 
an Owner or storekeeper is notified of same 
from our office. The patro]) man’s duty is large. 
He must make report of all suspicious persons 
frequenting amy store or corner on his 
beat; be must stop all

carrying bundles and qrestion them and if 


et a:l suspicious arrest them. He must note 
s]] wagons on his beat, carriages, etc., drivers, 
number of same.
